To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Twrcelyn  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  District  for  the  year  196^* 

During  this  last  year,  under  review,  the  Registrar  General' s 
population  figures  show  that  your  District  has  increased  its  inhabitants 
by  6o  to  the  current  figiure  of  7,950.  As  has  been  recorded  previously 
the  population  of  this  District  in  1955  was  S,500.  In  the  succeeding 
years  there  was  a year  by  year  steady  fall,  even  if  only  of  about  30  to 
50  persons  on  an  average,  until  1962. 

Diiring  these  same  ^'■ears  (1955  to  I96I)  there  had  been  a bettered 
Birth  and  Death  Rate.  The  year  1962  not  only  reflected  an  arrest  in  that 
decline  but  an  actual  increase  of  30.  In  the  current  year  that  increase 
has  been  not  onl^''  maintained  but  has  shown  a figure  of  60. 

It  may  be  as  well  to  reflect  on  the  apparent  change  in  the 
trend  amongst  the  long  standing  res5_dents  in  relation  to  the  future; 
because  it  might  appear  that  the  overall  picture  for  the  next  few  years, 
must  of  nece  ssity  be  to  some  extent  masked  by  an  appreciable  miraber  of 
people  coming  to  live  within  the  District  in  relation  to  a majet*  Con- 
structional Project  that  is  at  present  taking  place.  It,  of  course, 
remains  to  be  seen  as  to  hovr  long  the  projected  inflated  population  figure 
will  remain.  As  the  Council  already  know  (through  their  Council  House- 
building projects)  the  anticipated  resident  population  inflation  would  be 
paralleled  by  water  mains  need  and  sewerage  disposal. 

From  1955  to  1959  the  trend  of  the  Birth  Rate  ha  s been  that 
of  a fall.  From  i960  to  1963  the  reverse  has  been  the  case,  with  con- 
siderable unaccountable  fluctuation  year  by  year,  for  example,  the 
respective  figures  have  been,  as  follovrs:  - i960  - 17.3;  1961  - 20.9; 

1962  - 15.74  and  1963  - 18.87. 

During  the  l^.st  three  years  the  Death  Rate  trend  amongst  the 
resident  population  has  been  toi-^ards  a slight  increase  with  some  annual 
variation.  The  respective  rates  have  been  i960  - 12.4;  1961  - 10,97; 

1962  - 11.27;  1963  - 13.76. 

The  anticipated  influx  into  the  District,  already  referred  to, 
will  be  almost  entirely  of  juveniles  and  young  adults;  - therefore  it  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  the  apparent  Birth  Rate  will  be  that  of  an 
increase,  and  correspondingly  this  juvenile  dilution  will  seem  to  produce 
a lowered  Death  Rate. 

The  total  Rateable  Valuation  has,  as  was  anticipated  increased 
(from  £61,440  to  £143,927)  and  correspondlinglv  a penny  rate  productivity 
has  also  increased  (from  £236  18s.  2d.  to  £566  8s.  Od.).  Rateable 

premises  have  increased  by  29  to  3,914  with  a dwelling  house  increase  of 

197  to  2,659. 

Although  the  number  of  actual  death  occurrences  has  increased 
from  116  to  129,  yet,  a study  of  those  causes  does  not  point  to  any 
worsened  environmental  factors.  Male  deaths  superceded  female  as  68 
is  to  59. 


The  single  death  from  Syphilitic  disease  is  the  first  to  be  recorded  for 
many  years.  Lung  cancer  produced  6 deaths  (formerly  4) » and  coronary 
diseases  of  the  heart  produced  26  fatalities  (formerly  15)  - this  latter 
appreciable  increase  accords  with  a national  increase  in  such  deaths. 

The  single  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (that  of  a man)  was  the  first 
to  have  been  recorded  for  a number  of  years. 

Of  'Totifiablo  Diseases  there  was  a juvenile  epidemic  producing 
142  cases  of  measles  and  a small  number  of  scarlatina  (17). 

Notification  of  tuberculosis  unfortunately  increased  from  four 
to  seven  of  whom  six  vrore  respiratory  and  all  six  wore  of  age  35  years  or 
below.  All  of  these  six  tubercular  notifications  vrc-re  from  the  Gernaes 
area.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  rcflect-back  that  due  to  the 
number  of  tubercular  reactors  in  that  area,  the  County  Medical  Officer 
thought  fit  to  try  and  obtain  a 'Lass  Roadiography  unit  to  do  a survey 
on  a voluntary  basis  in  this  village  community.  Although  these  units 
are  working  to  a tight  programme  sched'ule,  yet,  it  vras  made  possible  for 
a unit  to  be  stationed  there  for  5 days.  Prior  to  that  visit,  house  to 
house  visits  were  made  to  try  to  induce  people  to  be  chest  X-rayed.  Out 
of  an  estimated  population  catchment  of  about  SOO  people  only. 420  thought 
fit  in  their  interest,  - their  family’s  interests,  - and  the  community 
interest,  to  volunteer  to  be  chest  X-ra5?’ed.  This  survey  was  productive 
to  the  extent  of  at  least  three  young  persons.  It  is  problematic  as  to 
how  many  cases  there  miay  have  remained  amongst  those  who  did  not  volunteer. 
It  is  necessarily  a matter  of  conjecture  as  to  vrhy  so  many  just  did  not 
bother  to  respond  but  one  is  forced  towards  the  conclusion  that  -the  main 
reasons  were  due  to  a combination  of  ignorance  and/ or  obstruction'.  Amongst 
the  many  reasons  put  forward  for  non-attendance  were:-  ”No  time.”;  ’’Nothing 
vrrong  vrith  me.”;  ’’Suppose  something  is  wrong  ....etc.”  and  an  implication 
that  tuberculosis  implies  a social  slur,  rather  than,  correctly,  in  these 
days,  a misfortune.  One  can  obviously  no  more  than  hope  that  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  amongst  those  out  of  the  population  of  8OO  who  thought  fit 
not  to  respond  is  at  a minimum. 

In  conclusion,  I should,  yet  again,  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  and  the  Gl.erk  and  his  .-^taff  fer  i.hcir  interest  and  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  for  their  ready  co-openation  and  assistahee.

VACCINATION  AND  IIMJMISATTON

''.Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

A total  number  of  26  persons  were  vaccinated  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year,  and  5 others  were  re— vaccinated. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician 
in  collaboration  vrith  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme 
provides  for  the  vaccination  of  netborn  infants  born  into  tuberculous  house- 
holds and  of  tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  know  cases. 

diphtheria  and  ''booping  Cough  Immunisation 

A total  number  of  110  persons  vrere  inmunised  for  the 
first  time  against  diphtheria  during  the  year,  and  101  were  iimmunised  against 
whooping  cough.

Annual  Report  for  1963, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Oentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1963* 

The  sewerage  schemes  were  functioning  during  the  year.  At  Benllech, 
remedial  work  on  the  sea  outfall  was  in  progress. 

One  of  the  problems  which  caused  concern  during  the  year  was  that  of 
sites  for  refuse  tips.  As  can  be  seen  in  the  section  of  the  report  dealing 
v;ith  this,'  we  v\?ere  dependent  on  one  tip  for  a period  of  seven  months.  This 
entailed  long  hauls  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  district. 

Discussions  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  hope  of  co-operation 
v;ith  an  adjoining  Authority  to  have  a joint  tip.  To  date,  nothing  has 
developed. 

The  work  on  the  erection  of  the  Nuclear  Power  Station  at  ay  If a 
commenced  during  the  year.  The  Council  agreed  to  build  a substantial 
number  of  houses  to  house  staff,  A contract  for  the  erection  of  51  houses 
was  signed  and  work  started  during  May, 

The  second  stage  of  the  re -development  area  in  Llanerchymedd  was 
nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  houses  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants 
continues.  During  the  year  54  houses  were  improved, 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  to  all 
officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year,

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  On  pennanent  collectior. 
IS  one  vehicle  vvith  a crew  of  a driver  and  two  loaders.  On  the  4th  March,  a new 
Ipirrier  Dual  Tip  with  packer  plate  vehicle  was  brought  into  use.  The  Bedford 
Derby"  vehicle  was  retained  as  a relief  vehicle  and  for  general  use.  Ueekly 
collections  are  made  in  fifteen  parishes  and  fortnightly  collections  in  five 
parishes. 

The  retention  of  the  Bedford  "Derby"  was  fully  justified  by  the  fact 
that  during  the  tourist  season  it  was  necessary  to  supplement  the  work  of  the 
regular  vehicle  by  collecting  refuse  from  the  caravan  sites  and  beaches. 

Bryngwallen  Uchaf  Tip,  Rhodogeidio,  was  closed  in  January  and 
Penyfoel"  Tip  was  brought  into  use  in  August. 

During  the  period  January  to  ^lugust,  all  the  refuse  from  the  district  v/as 
hauled  to  Penlon,  Tregele,  which  added  considerably  to  the  length  of  haul.
